THL  LONDON  CONFERENCE 


There  are  probably  radical  differ- 
ences of  opmton  at  dM  London  eon- 
ferrn<i-  of  Allied  representatives  as 
to  the  future  course  respecting  repar 
aiions.  It  all  sacms  to  narrow  down 
to  how  much  Casiany  tan  .tff..i.!  t.> 
pay,  and  upon  what  terma.  There 
IS  ao  donbt,  in  a  measure,  that  Ger- 
many has  been  evading ^aymrnt  ,.::.| 
the.  question  of  reparations  has  been 
•I rifting,  ^e  attitude  of  Prance  is 
quite  understandable.  She  deserves 
the  sympathy  of  every  right-thinking 
person  because  her  frontiers  march 

with  those  of  an  iggirs<,ur  ami  un 
scrupulous  nation  which  will  take 
any  course  for  her  own  aggrandize 
ment.  What  has  to  be  remembered, 
however,  is  that  it  is  not  for  Ger- 
many's sake  altogether,  but  in  the 
interest  of  the  world  as  a  whole  that 
the  Qnaatipn  of  reparation s  le  being 
reconsidered.*  Commerce  and  in- 
dustry throughout  Europe  are  being 
jeopardued  by  the  state  of  uncer- 
tainty that  has  been  created  by  Ger- 
many's evasion  of  payments.  The 
present  conference  in  London  is  in 
the  nature  of  a  meeting  of  creditors, 
not  designed  to  drive  the  drhi.  r  na 
tion  into  bankruptcy,  but  to  devise 
such  ways  and  means  that  the  debtor 

will  be  permitted   to  carry   on  l.nsi 
nrss  in  such  a  way  that  there  will  br 
the  best  ultimate  pmgpect  of  meet 
ing  the  debt. 

Till-  three  interdependent  questions 
regai.iiiiK  Germany's  reparation  debt 
are  these;  Can  the  debtor  pay?  How 
much  can  he  payf  How  can  the 
money  be  collected?  Thtsc  are  the 
i|uestions  to  which  the  London  con- 
ference is  directing  Its  attention  and 
the  answers  to  which  it  is  so  diffi- 
cult to  reconcile.  Tbare  is  a  dispo- 
8itinn  to  look  on  reparations  at  a 
political  question,  whereas  it  is  es 
sentialiy  a  business  matte  l< 
with  w hie h~  business  men  ahoubl  l>e 
dealing,  and  not  politicians.  aUhougli 
any  action  of  tin-  torn  f  t  «i,uM  even- 
tually have  to  be  dealt  with  by  the 
latter.  The  view  of  the  Association 
of  Bnlish  Chambers  of  Commerce 
on  the  suhjert  of  reparations  it  that 
if  these  cannot  be  arranged  for 
through  iron-bound  guarantees  then 
the  Allies  should  levy  a  duty,  both 
on  German  imports  and  exports,  and 
collect  the  money  themselves.  Prob- 
ably, this*  course  would  meet  with 
favor  in  France,  but  this  view  is 
obscured  by  the  political  consider- 
ations that  govern  the  London  con- 
ference.

The  longeet  dry  spell  fur  Victoria 
on  the  roeorda  of  the  Meteorologloal 
Obssntatorr  at  Oonaalaa  Kalghta. 
whleh  go  ba«k  forty-alae  years,  was 
ended  by  the  very  welcome  down- 
poor  yeoterday,  Mr.  Napier  Denlson, 
director  of  the  Obaervatory.  reports. 
I'p  to  9  o'clock  last  night  one-tenth 
of  an  Ini'li  of  rain  fell  and  rain  for 
the  toxi  :•  4  hours,  whi'li  ulll  prob- 
ably extend  to  the  interior  aa  far 
an  Kootenay.  Is  predicted.  Tha  rata- 
fall  was  general  around  the  eoaat. 
extending  ffbrthwarda  to  Prlaeo  Ru- 
pert, lacludlng  the  L«wer  Mainland. 
As  usiaal.  the  rainfall  waa  hoavlar 
<  !>  the  Lower  Malalsnd  tkaa  H  was 
111  \lctorls. 

The  fall  vihi'li  concluded  the  pro- 
longed drought  will  be  generally  ac-
